T he increase in building costs which has neces¬ 
sitated placing a su{^lementary school construc¬ 
tion referendum before ^ ratepayers of the Greater 
Victoria School District coinciding with the municipal 
elections of Dec. 11 should leave no one in dcaibt about 
the wisdom <k an affirmative vote. 

The property owners approved a 56,700.000 pro¬ 
gram in March, 1964. Now, only 20 months later, 
another 51,729,734—roughly a quarter more—is need¬ 
ed to complete the work Wd out at that time, apart 
from a school for retarded children which is being 
excluded from the new referendum. 

The fact that the department of education has 
approved the proposed further costs for even sharing 
between the provincial government and the district 
taxpayers can be taken as ample evidence, if such 
is needed, that no extrava^mce b contemplated. 
The department Is not known for open-handednea 
wlWre loc^ ^Ires exceed its standards. 

Thus the question is simply whether the voters 
win enable the current building program to proceed, 
satisfied that the additional expense is inescapable, 
or will defer the work while the upward trend of 
construction prices presumably continues. There is 
no slpi that t^ climb will soon cease. The enperience 
of the last year-aod & half oui^t to make the answer 
obvious.

That possesion, layi the natimi's highest judicial 
tribunal, was in conformity vrith the Douglas treaty 
which gave the Indians liberty to hunt and fish in 
unoccupied territory as they had done for long before 
the white man came. These ancient rights ot the 
Indian tribes have been uf^ld. * 

Those amongst us whose conscience has been 
troubled at times with the depreciated situation forced 
on this country's earliest peoples will welcome this de¬ 
cision of the Supreme Court. In one direction at iMSt 
the balance has been evened.

A footnote to toe propoaals says toe fisheries department 
might ronalder Imposing minimum standards for equipment 
for fishing craft, which could mean cutting out the entire putter 
fleet. ‘Ibis might get rid of what some people conaider a 
nuisance, especially In the crowded Fraser River fishery, but 
It wouldn't do much for conservation. 

The fishermen themselves have nked tor curtailment ot 
the amount of gear In the water, expressed serious concern 
for the future of salmon stocks, and suggested remedial meas¬ 
ures. 

But toe fisheries department haa eo far Ignored their 
appeali. None d their recommendations are Inciuded in the 
proposals. 

It Is pre^xMed to hurt the small people and hit the big 
people only slightly In the pocketbook. *ro us It smacks d more 
appeasement to the big fishing companies whose big fleefs 
of net boats won't be curtailed at all. 

To our knowledge the putter fleet wasn't even consulted 
about the proposals and although we have never ohamploned 
the putten we believe there ahould be fair play and they should 
have had a say. 

Proposals are for a S5 licence for captains or owners, with 
m licence feet for assistants or deckhands. This raplaeet tfw 
SI licence, but fishermen fear It opena the door tor companies 
to staff boats with un-llcenced non-Canadians or cut-rate crews. 

A 110 fee for registration d fishing craft Is suggested. 

There would also be a fee tor salmon fishing d ^ for 
hosts under 15 tons; |75 lor U to 49.9 tons and S125 for more 
than SO tons. 

There is no suggestion for curtailment d dual gilinetter- 
trollerf. nor any measure that would reduce toe Juan (fo Fuca 
netting fleet. 

Reasona for the proposals are given as: to reduce Intensifi¬ 
cation of (^rations In toe salmon industry; to help provide 
finances fee* research and fish cultural programs to rehabilitate 
or augment salmon stocks; and to start a fund for purchase 
and retirement d excess and outmoded equipment In the fishing 
Industry. 

There will be another meeting of fishing indwtry repre¬ 
sentatives and federal fisheries officials before toe proposals 
■re accepted.

Sweet violets are laanntbTly hardy 
p>lants. and most of the dUfleultfes 
encountued by rtovlee g roww s In 
their attempts to raise them in cold- 
frames stems from tfietr tanure to 
understand the siturdy toughnea of 
the videt and its intense dislike of 
coddling. 

Coldframee and doches are used 
during the winter merely to keep the 
plants from f ree a fag solid and to pre¬ 
vent the flowers flnm becoodng mud- 


splashed and weiuher-beaten. 11 the 
protection of glaa b regarded as a 
means to force toe plants into pre¬ 
mature bloom, trouble is almost sure 
to follow. 

The viotet cannot thrive wltoout 
plenty of freah air, and it ts a grave 
mistake to keep the glass closed down 
tight in the hope that more warmth 
will make for more flowers. Without 
free vantilMlon. the plants will come 
down wtto unholy doses of mildew, 
due to stuffy, fuggy air.

The idea 
b to keep the soli loosened, open to 
the air, and free from green acum. 

Clean glass b of great Importance 
too. for even a slight smear ot dlrt^ 
or scum will cut down on the amount* 
of light reaching the plants. Ihls b 
a serious consideration when the dsyi 
are at their shortest

The shortened days and low tem¬ 
peratures of midwinter will slow up 
growth almost to a standstill for a 
lew weeks, and you can’t expect 
btooma in any quantity until the turn 
of toe year brings longer hours of 
daylight Then, but not before, the 
plants will sppreclBte a tittle soluble 
fertUbte in theb water, preferably 
liquid seaweed or flab. To apply nu-' 
trients to pbnb when they are not 
in active growth b not only wasteful, 
but definitely harmful. The end of 
January Is time enough to start feed¬ 
ing sweet violets.
